Occupied Germany 


Attached as Appendices “A”, “B”, and “C” are summaries of cases and deaths 
by Regierungsbezirk and Land, and case rates by Regierungsbezirk and Land for the 
week ending 4 May 1946. 


Communicable Diseases: 


For the second consecutive week no cases of typhus fever were reported from 
the U. S. Sector of Berlin. Only two cases were reported for the entire Zone and 
those were in Oberpfalz, Land Bavaria. The incidence of whooping cough continued 
to increase during the week while that of typhoid fever declined. Berlin, U.S. Sector, 
reports that during the month of March there was a small increase in the birth rate 
and a small decrease in the infant mortality rate. 


Medical Supplies: 

Greater Hesse reports the arrival of 40 railroad cars of cots and blankets which 
are being stored in Frankfurt for future emergency use. Land Bavaria reports receipt 
of forty-four carloads of medical supplies, mostly hospital equipment, from the 
Captured Enemy Material Medical Depot, Straubing which are being turned over to 
German authorities. The three Captured Enemy Material Medical Depots at Strau- 
bing, Furth, and Gauting are reported to be operating efficiently under German 
control. Also, action is being taken to meet the needs for prosthetic rehabilitation. 
necessary DDT and sprayers, and soap and fatty acid requirements. The new Hor- 
mone Chemical plant in Bavaria with an estimated capacity of 8,000,000 units of 
insulin per month will be opened shortly but due to shortage of available pancreas 
the immediate production will be approximately 2,000,000 units. Action is being taken 
to direct German authorities to provide, with priorities second only to food activities, 
transportation and fuel for all public health officials, practising physicians and 
veterinarians, and medical supply distributors. 


Hospitalization: 

In Munich (Bogenhausen) a 225 bed general hospital, a German hospital under 
Military Government control, is now being used to provide hospitalization for the 
Jewish persecutee and expellee population of the Munich area. This arrangement is 


proving very satisfactory. 


Nutrition: 

The German authorities in Bavaria have been instructed to establish a Nutrition 
Branch in their Public Health Department to assume the activities previously per- 
formed by Military Government. The German authorities have also been instructed 
to comply with the specified rations for patients who are hospitalized or under 


medical care.
